As a people brought to America in slave ships over 150 
years ago, blacks today are employing the same self- 
debasing sell-out tactics that their forefathers used to 
court favors from the slave-masters.

County Democratic party met to choose a leader (County 
Chairman) of the Executive Board of the county organiz- 
tion.

А great percentage of people who join Health Spas drop out 
within the first four months. 


Don't be high-pressured into signing contracts on the spot. 


Ignore exaggerated claims from high-priced salesmen and adver- 
tisements. 


Instructors are not required to have a degree or any formal 
training in physical education to be hired and the training they 
receive on the job may emphasize sales promotion. 


The overwhelming percentage of expenses per contract of many 
health spas is incurred in the advertising and selling of member- 
ships rather than in the delivery of services. 


Look for a short-term contract, easy cancellation, and a small 
initial payment. 1 


Make a trial visit during the hours you plan to use the spa. 
Make sure the spa is well established. Members have been 


known to sign up during the pre-opening sale only to find the 
spa never opens.
